2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
the present claims, as submitted, are patentable over JP-09-1 19067 
because taken alone or in combination fail to disclose the claimed invention 
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regarding an article comprising a fabric wiper with all the stated 
components and properties regarding a continuous filament polyester yarn. 
The primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the Declaration under 
37 C.F.R. 1.131 as submitted by applicant on 8/29/2003. This Declaration 
not only antedated the reference of record (JP-09-1 19067), but also 
showed the criticality of the temperature range of 180 to 300 degrees 
Farenheit for the heat set of the claimed invention fabric wiper. The prior 
art of record fails to disclose any rationale for combining references to 
produce the claimed invention with the stated limitations.
